6.  Scabies . 

During  the  year  415  treatments  were  given.  205  to  children,  179  to  women  and 
51  to  men. 

6 .  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area. 

Water. (Public  Supply).  All  the  twenty  samples  of  the  public  water  supply- 
obtained  during  the  year  except  one  were  found  to  be  uniformly  pure.  The  unsatis¬ 
factory  sample  was  obtained  from  the  rising  main  to  the  new  Pulsometer  pump,  at  the 
time  of  sampling  there  was  a  leaking  joint  causing  a  fine  spray  to  arise  from  the 
rising  main  and  it  is  considered  that  this  caused  pollution  of  the  sample; 


*!  Milk.  During  1945  a  total  of  93  milk  samples  were  obtained  from  six 

Retailers  selling  milk  in  the  town,  of  these  96  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
$»nd  3  unsatisfactory. 

General .  The  sanitary  condition  of  premises  in  the  town  is  generally 
satisfactory,  structural  conditions  show  deterioration  due  to  the  existing  labour 
shortage.  During  the  year  847  inspections  were  made,  56  informal  notices  were  served 
and  complied  with. 

7.  Housing. 

There  is  a  serious  shortage  of  houses  in  the  town.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  924  persons  registered  as  applicants  for  Council  Houses,  compared  with 
695  registered  at  December  1944.
